Press, is correct, it will be good news forthe 
of this section. 


_ “It is reported on good anthority that the 
Grand Trank Railway Company will com- 
mencé the immediate connection of the Sault 
St. Marie extension from: Gravenhurst to 
Sault St. Marie. . This line forming « short 
eutlet the Nothwestern States eia the 
Midland system to Canadian ports, has been 
long contemplated, and its ale ad- 
vantages towards increasing ian carry- 
ee trades exhaustively discoss- 
ed. Not only will the distance from St. 
Paul the great metropolis of the Northwestern 
States to tho seaboard be shortened by several 
hundred miles, but there will also bea chief 
route from that city to Montreal over which 
through trains will be able to run. Such a 
line’ will not only divert in immense quantity 
of freight which ia at present sent round the 
lakes to New York, through Canadian terri- 
tory to Montreal and Quebec, but it will also 
afford needed competition, The opening of 
this new line will necessitate the completion 
of the Midland system from Bridgewater to 
Ottawa and Montreal. The Grand Trank 

extension is already graded to Perth 
and the question remains to be settled 
whether it will be extended from thence to 
connect with the present main line at Corn- 
wall or by way of Ottawa, via the Canada 
Atlantic to Montreal. If the latter scheme 
be decided on the main line from the North- 
western States will pass through Otttwa 
and cannot fail to add immensely to its com- 
mercial co Baar Sg besides diverting @ vaat 
amount of traffic here, and giving the 
Grand Trunk a share of Ottawa's growing 
business."’

000 to $20,000, insured for $14,200. 
D. Houston, lessee of the bar, was in- 
sured for $3,000 on stock and fixtures, 
Which will cover his loss. John Glick- 
land, lessee of the billiard room, in 
which he had three tables, was insured 
for $1,800, which will nearly cover his 
loss. Happily no lives were lost, but 
some of the inmates had very narrow 
escapes. Of the contents of the hotel 
comparatively little was saved, whilst 
many of the boarders lost nearly all

A simple uethod for 
determining its presence is to mix a tea- 
spoonful oy molasses with a tumberful 
of water,adding about twenty-five grains 
of tannic acid. If it is pure cane mo- 


color of the sweetened water ; if 
glucose, impure by the presence of sul- 
acid, is present in the mixture, 

will turn to inky blackness. Prob- 
ably it is known to most of our readers 
that very little candy which is used to- 
day is made of pure sugar. Glucose is 
#0 cheap that doubtless it now enters 
into the manufacture of nearly every 
article that is sweet. Indeed, candies 
are said to have been sold lately at a 
lower price than the pure sugar could

Put one quart of 
strong vinegar and three pounds of brown 
suger, with spices, in a kettle, let come to a 
boil, and drop in therind ; boil half anhour, 
take up and put in astone jar.

Watermelon-Rind Sweet Pickles No, 2.—
